Card Sharks on 
Railroad Trains 
Taking Big Toll

CHICAGO, March 21—Organiz 
ad gangs of carcl sharks operating 
on railroad trains all over the coun­ 
try are respond ble for the follow­ 
ing bulletin in sleeping cars: 
"Strangers who invite 
you to 
play cards generally are too lucky 
for the average mortal.” 
The warnings aie emphasized .by 
a picture showing the corner of the 
ara of clubs sticking out of a man’s 
pocket. A Pullman company officia 
says there is more robbery by card 
sharks today than at any one time 
in the past 26 years, with the Flor 
ida trains this year being one of 
the greatest harvest fields.

The people 
are not small as generally believed, 
but "they are large, energetic, kind, 
honest, truthful, possessed 
of good 
morals and polite.” To get fuel is the 
big problem. Coal has to be brought 
from Washington state and costs abont 
$40 a ton.

“There is coal in Alaska but it 
not available now. Many people have 
to live in one small room. Tuberculo­ 
sis is the chief plague. It is so <:okl 
clocks will not run, and people sleep 
with their watches to keep them run­ 
ning.” In southeast Alaska the timber 
is valuable, and there is much gold and 
copper.
